Two 
of them are for PreBidential use and the cest for Argentina^ 
Antarctxc aetivities. If we approve this "majar" sale, routine 
Congressíonal notificar ion is requíred, There arenal so two 
outstanding FMS cases (Soe Tab 1), 

The Department has becn denyíng commercíal export licence 
applicntions for detense aitleles and cervices for pólice and 
other civil law eriiofcement use, and FMS parchase requests for 
articios and Services whích could be divet ted to such use. The 
extensión of FY 7 7 FMS financíng is al so boina wirhheld. The 
conference rapart on the FY 7ñ secarity assistancc 
authorixation bilí contalns a provisión prohibitiñg all FMS 
sales and financiar], grant traininq* and licenses for the export 
of defensa ai; ti cíes and Services to the Govei nme nt of Argentina, 
begirming, however, onlv in FY 1S? 79 . 

Section S02B of the Foreign Assistan-ce Act of 19 61, 
expresses a policy of promotmg human rights and of not pro- 
vidinq security assistance to any country ennaged in a consis- 
tent pactern of gios,s violations oí ínter nat tonally recogrvizeá 
human riuhts, excep-w in extraer ói nar y ci i cumstanep-s. It is 
not necessary at any time to charactor ize ex pies si y the human 
rights prácticos of a recipient goverrment. M&repver, the 
annusl human rights repor t required by thal sección has becn 
submitted tu the Congress with lespeet te Argentina. Neverthe- 
ler ü, the Congress may at any time reqoest from yon r¡ supplemen¬ 
tar y report on Aró entiné. To continuo ^ u rb rjf.s i st anco it then 
w o u J ó b e r. e c e c ss a ry f o r y o u t o si a t e yo u r op i ri i, o n t ha t e x t r a - 
ordinal y circuiust.anees exist so that, on all the faets, the 
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contimiatíon of security aSsistance lo Argentina ís in the 
national Interest. Whíle no sucb topar t has been roquested, 
the potential for subsequent legal problems exists if you 
are unable to conclude Lhai such cireurostances (sufficienl lo 
meet the requireiríents for contínued assístance under Section 
5029 {c)) now exíst, 


THE OPTIONS 


There ís general agteement that ve should not sel! or 
license the export of defense ailicles and Services of useful- 
ness to pólice and other civil law eníorcement organiznticns 
in Argentina, The presen! issue, then f ís whether to extend 
swch resteietions to cover other sales and exporta ta Argentina, 
and if so, which. 

There are three options, all of vhich would be subject to 
review dependen! upar, the human rigbfcs situó!ion: 

I- Continué our present policy cf denying internal 
security seles, alloving, on a case-by-case basis, FMS salar 
and commercial exports for the Argentine miJitary, No new 
extensions of FMS finanicinq would be contempl a ted, but dis- 
bursements against prior years T finaneing to meet payments 
for previ,ously approved parchases would continué, Under this 
option, come of the pending 40 cases would be approved, 
including helicóptero, atino red v©hieles, peiiscopes and 
torpedoes, 

2, De ay a 1.1 nev PHS sales and i i censes i or cominero i al 
exporta. This would deny pendinq recueste, 

3. Víilh the exception of spare parts for equipment pre¬ 
vi o u c 1 y solcí, ve would deny all new FMS and commercial sales.
